Council to 
consider 
buying up 
housing 

COUNCIL bosses in Dudley 
are considering buying 
private homes from develop¬ 
ers to plug an urgent gap in 
housing to families desper¬ 
ate to downsize, due in part 
to the ‘bedroom tax’. 

They revealed there was a 
‘mismatch’ in their housing 
stock which was causing 
problems when trying to 
allocate homes. Officials 
claim the policy has created 
an ‘excessive demand’ for 
smaller properties. 

Dudley Council’s housing 
boss, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, said they were now 
considering buying empty 
new properties that housing 
developers were struggling 
to sell. 

““Maybe there are houses 
that the council can pur¬ 
chase from developers that 
have been left over and they 
have not yet sold,” he said 

Figures reveal a total of 
2,704 households have been 
affected by the bedroom tax. 

The council says addi¬ 
tional support has been pro¬ 
vided for tenants in arrears 
including extra home visits 
and debt advice. 

Between April and Sep¬ 
tember, 166 tenants down¬ 
sized their properties 
compared with 74 during the 
same period last year. 

Rent arrears 
are soaring 

THE ‘bedroom tax’ and 
other welfare reforms have 
been blamed as rent arrears 
in Dudley have soared to 
their highest level in five 
years. 

The number of Dudley 
Council tenants falling 
behind on their rent has 
increased by 17 per cent in a 
year, councillors were told. 

Members of the author¬ 
ity’s Adult, Community and 
Housing Services Scrutiny 
Committee heard that 9,601 
tenants were in arrears in 
September compared to 
8,153 at the same time last 
year, adding up to almost 
£372,000 of debt. The com¬ 
mittee was told it was due to 
the impact of reforms such 
as the ‘bedroom tax’ and the 
introduction of a benefit cap.

FUNDING CRISIS 
AT BUND CENTRE

A CHARITY that helps blind and partially-sighted people 
across the Black Country is trying to plug a funding black 
hole due to a drop in donations. 

Accounts reveal the Beacon Centre for the Blind spent £233,068 more than it received 
over the past year. Chief executive Arwyn Jones said the charity was on course to deliver a 
balanced budget next year but was trying to raise more through donations and legacies. 

He revealed the charity had cut nine jobs last year - almost a tenth of its workforce - to 
reduce costs. It also closed a loss-making talking newspaper and reduced opening hours, 
closing at 4pm rather than 4.30pm. 

The charity helps 2,588 blind and partially sighted people across Wolverhampton,

NHS walk-in 
centre gets 
MP support 

TWO Black Country MPs are calling for 
assurances that the NHS walk-in centre in 
Holly Hall will not be closed. 

Ian Austin and Pat McFadden fear Dudley 
losing the popular health centre, which 
serves over 50,000 patients a year. 

This week NHS regulator Monitor 
revealed that around a quarter of England’s 
walk-in centres had closed. It was feared this 
would make it more difficult to see GPs and 
put further pressure on A&E departments 

Wolverhampton South East MP Mr 
McFadden said: “We are very concerned 
about the possibility of the walk-in centre 
closing. This centre is popular precisely 
because it is open until 8pm and people don’t 
need an appointment.” 

Dudley North MP Mr Austin said: “Any 
change to local services has to make improv¬ 
ing care and treating local people the top pri¬ 
ority but I’m concerned that closing the 
walk-in centre will make out-of-hours care 
worse, not better. 

“I want to see better access for patients in 
the evening and at weekends, especially for 
people who go to work and who ought to be 
able to see a GP without having to take a day 
off work.” 

Former Prime Minister Tony Blair 
announced plans for walk-in centres in 
1999. Monitor found 50 of the 230 centre in 
England had closed in the last three years. 


Dudley, Sand well and South Staffordshire. 

But it may face further challenges if cash- 
strapped councils such as Dudley and 
Wolverhampton, both of whom have 
announced multi-million pound cuts, 
reduce their funding. 

The charity gets 40 per cent of its income 
through council grants. 

Other forms of fundraising income from 
donations, gifts, events and activities 
dropped last year to £198,780 from 
£245,988 the year before. 

Legacies 

It meant the charity made £2,180,776 but 
spent £2,413,844. 

Mr Jones said: “In common with almost 
every charity, there has been a drop in per¬ 
sonal donations. 

“We are exceptionally grateful to every¬ 
one who does donate. We’ve seen an 
improvement in donations left to us in lega¬ 
cies. People are remembering us in their 
wills, in many cases because we have helped 
them or a relative. 

“We have contracts with local authorities 
who we know are under pressure. They face 
a rising demand for services but shrinking 
pots of funding. Several of our contracts are 
coming up for renewal over the next few 
months.” 

The charity will also be seeking to recruit 
more volunteers but Mr Jones explained 
that this would be under pressure as other 
services also seek to reduce costs by using 
volunteers. 

“The more demands there are for them 
the more difficult it becomes. But we are 
currently on course to achieve a balanced 
budget,” he said 

The Beacon Centre’s talking newspaper 
was scrapped last year after two decades. It 
had been used by 350 people who received a 
weekly tape with local news. A, similar 
service was being provided by the Thomas 
Pocklington Trust so Beacon Centre bosses 
said people would not miss out. 


A WOMAN who has overcome personal 
tragedy to live to the remarkable age of 103 
has celebrated her birthday with relatives, 
care home staff and civic dignitaries.

There are five great¬ 
grandchildren and one great-great grand¬ 
son.Daughter Pauline said her mother’s 
birthday lunch was a lovely event. 


Cannabis 
discovery 
as crew 
fight fire 

A CANNABIS factory was 
discovered after a blaze 
ripped through an Indian 
restaurant in Dudley, 

Around 25 firefighters 
were called to the blaze at 
The Rickshaw Indian 
Cuisine, in Porters Field, 
which was reported at 
1.30am on November 7. 

After spending five hours 
tackling the flames inside 
the restaurant, crews dis¬ 
covered around 20 suspected 
cannabis plants growing in a 
loft at the building. 

Destroyed 

The blaze destroyed 90 
per cent of the interior of the 
restaurant, although the 
building structure still 
stands. 

Ivan Lilley, watch com¬ 
mander at Wolverhampton 
fire station, said: “The fire 
exposed holes in the ceiling 
where we could see some¬ 
thing in a room upstairs. 

“We then found a hatch to 
a loft where inside there was 
a tent with about 20 pots 
inside. 

“It wasn’t a big factory, 
but it was clear the plants 
were being produced 
inside.” 

Police were notified and 
fire investigators were 
finding the cause of the fire. 

Society move 
to a new HQ 

THE official opening of the 
new head office of the 
Dudley Building Society will 
take place on Thursday, 
November 21. 

Guests including Mayor of 
Dudley, Councillor Alan 
Finch, will be attending a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony at 
the office at harbour Build¬ 
ings, The Waterfront, Brier- 
ley Hill at noon.. 

The opening of the new 
head office has created 10 
jobs with 55 staff now at the 
site.

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Father hit by lorry as he fled hammer threat 



Sartaj Aziz 


A 26-YEAR-OLD father-of-two was killed 
when he ran into the path of a lorry while 
trying to escape a man armed with a 
hammer, a court heard. 

Garret Fitzpatrick pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Sartaj Aziz, of Prescot 
Road, Stourbridge. He died when hit by 
the lorry outside the Formula 1 Hand Car 
Wash in Thorns Road, Quarry Bank, on 
August 20. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told 
the incident was not a racist attack. 

Fitzpatrick, 27, from Bank Street, 


Brierley Hill, admitted the unlawful 
killing on a basis that was not read out in 
full to the court. 

Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting, said: 
“It is accepted that the defendant had 
known Mr Aziz for over 12 months and 
that they were neither friends nor 
enemies. 

“The defendant had attended the car 
wash intending to have a fist fight. 

“He had a hammer when he ran from his 
vehicle to the vehicle in which Mr Aziz was 
seated. 


“He was reportedly ranting and raving 
‘get out of the car or I will kill you.’ 

“This was an attack borne out of some¬ 
thing that had happened earlier although 
there had not been a feud between them. 

“The defendant turned up intent upon 
violence. Mr Aziz saw the hammer, 
believed he was about to be assaulted with 
the hammer, and ran in to the road.” 

Fitzpatrick was remanded in custody for 
reports until December 18 when he is due 
to be sentenced after the case has been out¬ 
lined in full to the court.

CASH raised by the sale of a 
building in Gornal Wood will 
not be used to fund the re¬ 
opening of public toilets in 
Netherton, following a 
council U-turn. 

Residents and traders in 
Gornal were left fuming 
after being told money 
raised from the sale of 
-Gornal Wood Cemetery 
Lodge would be used to 
restore conveniences in 
Netherton. 

Reconsider 

Campaigners have long 
called for the village’s own 
public toilets to be re¬ 
opened. 

But Dudley Council offi¬ 
cials this week said they had 
reconsidered the plan and 
the money for re-opening 
the Netherton toilets would 
come from existing council 
coffers. 

And the council confirmed 
that cash from the lodge sale 
would be used to fund CCTV 
security cameras in Gornal. 

Councillor Stuart Turner 
said: “The money will be 
used to benefit Gornal.” 

He added: “This building 
is within the village so it is 
only right it be used to fund 
a project here.” 


It comes as the council 
makes a plea for more people 
interested in adopting chil¬ 
dren to come forward. 

The council has been 
given the cash by the Gov¬ 
ernment, which wants to 
increase the number of 
adoptive parents that are 
recruited. 

Need 

The cash will help to fund 
three temporary full-time 
administration assistants. 

Cabinet member for 
human resources, legal and 
property, Gaye Partridge, 
said: “To help tackle the 
immediate need to find 
homes for children requiring 
adoption the Government 
has made available a one 
year adoption reform grant 
for 2013/14. 

“Additional administra¬ 
tive support to fieldworkers, 
will increase their capacity 
enabling them to reduce 
timescales.” 

As part of National Adop¬ 
tion Week, which ran last 
week, the council with Adop¬ 
tion in the Black Country 
embarked on a new search 
for more adoptive parents, 
specifically for brother and 
sister siblings and children 
with dual heritage back¬ 
grounds. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
children’s services and life¬ 
long learning for Dudley 
Council said: “We really 
need people who can offer a 
child or children a loving 
home and supportive family 
for life.”

The scheme comes as the company 
pledged it would guarantee anyone leaving 
the armed forces an interview for a job, as 
well as 10 days extra holiday for any staff 
who are Army reservists. 

A ‘Welcome Home’ ticket will give ex- 
service personnel a month’s free bus travel 


to find work outside the forces, plus a family 
version for those relocating from postings. 

Dudley-based bus driver Dave McKee, 28, 
a reservist, returned this week from a tour 
of Afghanistan. Private McKee, from Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Halesowen, had been stationed 
at Camp Bastion with 159 Supply Regiment, 
the Royal Logistic Corps. 

He said: “Free travel will really help sol¬ 
diers when they are looking for work. The 
extra time off is also really great. 

“We already organise our training around 
our days off but this will be a massive help.” 


Justice 

system 

revamp 

delayed 

A PROPOSED shake-up of 
the court system will be 
delayed as justice chiefs 
need to run a second consul¬ 
tation following opposition 
from magistrates. 

Bosses at Her Majesty’s 
Courts and Tribunals 
Service are trying to find 
ways to cope with workloads 
in the face of ‘immense 
budgetary and resource 
pressures’. 

It is proposed to overhaul 
the Black Country Local 
Justice Area, affecting mag¬ 
istrates courts across the 
area.The preferred option 
had been for all criminal 
casework at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court to cease as it 
became a civil, family and 
tribunal centre instead. 

Youth 

It was also proposed for 
the magistrates court in 
Wolverhampton to do all 
trials and youth cases in the 
Black Country, and for 
Walsall and Sandwell to split 
the rest of the workload 
between them. That was one 
of three options put forward 
in a six-week consultation. 

That plan prompted a 
1,200-strong petition in 
opposition from campaign¬ 
ers led by Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin. 

That consultation has 
now closed and HMCTS has 
revealed it will review its 
proposals and consult again. 
Chiefs insist the cost of 
running a second consulta¬ 
tion will be ‘minimal’. 

It is anticipated there will 
be a delay in implementing 
any changes, which it was 
thought could come in as 
soon as January 1. 

A second consultation is 
expected to take between six 
and 12 weeks. 

Allegation 
over arrow 

A MAN accused of threaten¬ 
ing his then girlfriend’s 
father with a bow and arrow 
has been committed to 
crown court. 

Negib Hussain appeared 
before Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last Thursday. 

The 45-year-old, of 
Lawrence Lane, Cradley 
Heath, is accused of posses¬ 
sion of an offensive weapon 
and making threats to kill. 

Hussain will next appear 
before Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in February, 
when he is due to enter a 
plea.

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Man gets 
three year 
match ban 

A MAN who tried to run on 
to the pitch at Molineux 
during a Wolves game, and 
was found in possession of 
cocaine, have been banned 
from attending football 
matches for three years. 

Joshua Harvey, of Rowley 
Regis, jumped the barrier at 
the front of a stand when 
Leigh Griffiths put Wolves 
ahead in the Midlands derby 
against Coventry City at 
Molineux on October 19. 

Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates Court heard officers 
searched Harvey, of Powke 
Lane, Rowley Regis, after 
his arrest and discovered a 
small bag of cocaine. 

Taste 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The defen¬ 
dant claims he found a bag of 
white powder on the floor of 
a toilet and decided to stick 
his finger in and taste it. 
When he realised it was 
cocaine he made the decision 
to keep it.” 

Harvey, 28, claimed he 
was not a football fan and 
had only ever been to one 
game before in his life. 

Harvey told officers he 
had got ‘carried away’ when 
Wolves scored. He said 
because he was not used to 
attending matches he was 
not aware it was illegal to 
run on to the area next to the 
pitch. 

District Judge Mr 
Graham Wilkinson said: 
“Regarding the drug offence 
I cannot believe a man of 
your intelligence would be 
stupid enough to pick up a 
bag off the floor of a toilet 
and try its contents. 

“I also refuse to accept the 
fact you did not know it was 
illegal to run on to the area 
near the pitch.” 

Harvey pleaded guilty to 
possession of a controlled 
drug and unlawfully going 
on to an area adjacent to the 
playing area. 

He was banned from 
attending all regulated foot¬ 
ball matches for three years 
and ordered to pay a £300 
fine, £85 court costs and a 
£20 statutory surcharge.

Health team had to use pen and paper as computer crashed 


COMPUTERS at the NHS non-emergency 
helpline 111 broke down for a whole 
weekend, forcing call handlers to take sensi¬ 
tive notes with pen and paper. 

Staff have claimed the notes were disposed 
of in the bin, prompting fears that sensitive 
information may not have been handled 
properly during last month’s incident. 

However, NHS Direct bosses said they had 
investigated the concerns and records were 
disposed of properly. 

It comes as people are being urged to dial 
111 for advice and guidance to avoid the need 


to go to accident and emergency, with hospi¬ 
tals increasingly under pressure. But the 
service, which is meant to bring out-of-hours 
GP services together with other non-emer¬ 
gency care, has been beset by problems. 
Patients have reported serious concerns and 
delays. 

A whistleblower at NHS Direct at Water¬ 
front Business Park in Dudley, who asked 
not to be named, revealed the computer 
system crashed twice over the weekend of 
October 12 and 13. 

Anna Turner, for NHS Direct, said: “NHS 


Direct’s NHS 111 services experienced a 
system outage due to an issue outside of its 
control. Our priority in such circumstances 
is to ensure that patients remain safe and are 
able to access health services. 

Competent 

“As a result, our call centre staff were 
asked to use our agreed contingency process, 
which includes the use of paper copies. 

“The information is later transposed into 
the electronic system. 

“Full and comprehensive clinical assess¬ 


ments of patients symptoms continued to be 
undertaken. 

“We ensure that all staff working on our 
services are trained on induction and remain 
familiar and competent with working our 
contingency process, though some of our 
staff may have required some additional 
support to guide them.” 

She added: “The question about the dis¬ 
posal of records has been investigated inter¬ 
nally and we are able to confirm that all 
records were disposed of in accordance with 
data protection procedures.”

Charity builds a playground for Shannon

A GIRL’S wish has come true after 
charity volunteers gave up their time 
to complete a garden makeover that 
would make Alan Titchmarsh proud. 

Their work to put a smile on 
Shannon Mason’s face has inspired her 
parents to join the charity to help make 
others’ dreams a reality. 

Shannon, aged 11, is the only young¬ 
ster in the country to have a rare con¬ 
dition called fumarase deficiency. It 
leaves her with some learning difficul¬ 


ties, difficulty talking and suffering 
from seizures. But the youngster she 
wanted to play with her siblings Ryan- 
Lee, eight, and seven-year-old Lauren. 

Parents Kellie Hale and Lee Mason, 
who are both full-time carers, sought 
help to transform the garden at their 
home in Pine Close, Kingswinford. 
They struck gold when a friend put 
them in touch with Tipton-based 
charity Love2Give - founded by Steve 
Grove and Pete Jackson, which takes 


projects to help those in need. Around 
20 volunteers embarked on a four-day 
transformation of the back garden. 

A trampoline has been installed at 
ground level allowing Shannon, who 
attends Pens Meadow School, to simply 
walk on. They have also put up a 
shelter. Kellie said: “They have done so 
well it is unbelievable.” When the 
garden was unveiled ex-Aston Villa 
player Gary Shaw presented Lee, aged 
30, with a football shirt. 


A CARE home where an elderly dementia suf¬ 
ferer was found frozen to death in the 
grounds has been ordered to pay more than 


£250,000. 

Hilda Fairweather, aged 91, 
walking out of the Abele 
View care home. She had not 
been reported as missing 
from the site until almost 12 
hours after she walked out of 
an insecure fire door in 
January 2009. 

The care home has now 
been fined £133,000 and told 
to pay costs of £122,412 
because of the catalogue of 
blunders, which meant vas¬ 
cular dementia sufferer Mrs 
Fairweather had been ‘com¬ 
pletely overlooked’. 

Stoke-on-Trent Crown 
Court heard last week that 
the home, in Iverley near 
Stourbridge, had two staff 
looking after 29 residents on 
the night she died. 

Risks 

Although the fire door was 
found ajar shortly after Mrs 
Fairweather disappeared, 
the court heard a head count 
was not done. The company 
that owns the home, Abele 
View Ltd, pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to failing 
to ensure the safety of its 
residents and an insufficient 
risk assessment. 

Mrs Fairweather, origi¬ 
nally from Kidderminster, 
was last seen by staff at 
7.30pm on January 29, 2009, 
and was found dead at 
7.45am the following day. 

Prosecutor Mr Bernard 
Thorogood said: “In the 
intervening time she should 
have been put to bed.” 

Mr Thorogood outlined 18 
instances of ‘accepted crimi¬ 
nality’ on behalf of Abele 
View. As well as accepting its 
failures caused Mrs Fair- 
weather’s death, Abele View 
also acknowledges it had 


died from hypothermia after

inadequate staffing levels, 
and that risks were created 
by poor supervision and 
management. 

Previous incidents in 
which residents were 
allowed to wander off, 
including a barefoot elderly 
man who plunged into a 
ditch, represented a series of 
wake-up calls for the home, 
the court was told. 

Mr Thorogood added: 
“The sad and deeply unat¬ 
tractive facts are that she 
had frozen to death outside 
the home on a freezing night 
in January when she should 
not have been able to get 
out.” 

Since the death, Mr 
Walker said alarmed exter¬ 
nal doors and other meas¬ 
ures had been brought in at 
Abele View. 

Hilda Fairweather’s son 
Roger, of Bishops Castle, 
Shropshire, said: “This case 
sends out a strong message 
that care homes need to 
make sure their services and 
systems are fully up to 
scratch to help prevent a 
tragedy like this happening 
again.”

Bank charges pledge after wages glitch 


DUDLEY Council paid out £29,000 
in advanced payments to staff after 
thousands failed to receive their 
wages on time due to a computer 
glitch. 

Around 6,500 school and teaching 
staff across Dudley were affected by 
the technical fault, forcing them to 
wait four days to get their money. 

The council offered financial 
assistance to those most in need of 
help and 90 staff received advanced 
payments, totalling £29,000. 

Bosses say they will also reim¬ 


burse workers for any bank changes 
they incurred as a result of not being 
paid. 

It’s believed the problem was 
caused by a technical fault with the 
BACS payment system which meant 
staff did not receive their wages on 
Thursday. 

Apologised 

The council was able to re-run the 
system on the following Monday, 
when all staff were paid. 

Officials have apologised for the 


delay and say they are now working 
to prevent the same problem from 
happening again. 

They had offered advanced pay¬ 
ments to those in need. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, deputy 
leader of the council, said: “All staff 
have now been paid. 

“We apologise to staff for the 
unforeseen system error and we are 
working to try to ensure that this 
does not happen again. 

“I would like to thank staff for 
their patience in dealing with this 


matter and we will of course be reim¬ 
bursing them for bank charges they 
incurred as a result of not being 
paid.” 

Workers said the delay had been 
especially hard because October had 
stretched over almost five working 
weeks. School staff are paid on the 
last Thursday of each month. 

Confused staff took to Twitter to 
find out what was happening and 
the council set up a helpline for 
workers to get information and 
financial assistance. 


Pioneering surgery to 
help choking patients 


A PIONEERING consultant in the Black 
Country who has launched a treatment to 
cure a rare illness has transformed the life of 
75-year-old Roy Bradley. 


Before having the proce¬ 
dure at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital, Mr Bradley 
suffered with embarrassing 
choking and coughing fits 
when he ate - but now he 
says he has a ‘new lease of 
life’. 

Six patients have so far 
benefited from the treat¬ 
ment - which relieves a con¬ 
dition that makes it hard to 
swallow - at the hospital. 

Now it is taking patients 
from around the country. 

Consultant gastroenterol¬ 
ogist Dr Sauid Ishaq, said: 
“We are very excited because 
we are the only centre in the 
country to offer this proce¬ 
dure, which is called flexible 
endoscopic therapy for 
Zenker’s diverticulum.” 

Procedure 

The procedure, which 
lasts for 20 to 30 minutes 
under a short-acting seda¬ 
tive, provides an answer for 
patients who would not 
usually be well enough for 
surgery under a full-blown 
general anaesthetic. 

And Dr Ishaq praised his 
support team of three 
endoscopy nurses, describ¬ 
ing them as ‘the unsung 
heroes’. 

Mr Bradley, who lives 
with his wife Marlene in 
Park Road, Lower Gornal, 
Dudley, was only the fifth 
patient at Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital to undergo the treat¬ 
ment. 

The procedure removes a 
pouch that can develop in 
the gullet, particularly in 
older men, trapping food. 

Great grandfather Mr 
Bradley, a retired painter 
and decorator and engineer, 
said: “I was having a heck of 
a job swallowing food and it

caused me a lot of problems 
and embarrassment. 

“I’ve got coronary heart 
disease, which meant there 
would be danger if I had 
anaesthetic for surgery. 

“But suddenly I had a call 
out of the blue from Dr 
Ishaq, who advised me they 
could do the operation in a 
new way and would I be 
interested. 

“That was two years ago 
and, although I still some¬ 
times struggle with different 
types of food, I feel a lot 
better. 

“Now I don’t have any 
embarrassing moments and 
I’m enjoying what seems 
like a new lease of life.” 

The procedure involves 
using an argon beam to melt 
the wall of a pouch, vaporis¬ 
ing surrounding tissue so 
that food can go straight 
down the gullet. 

Dr Ishaq, who has worked 
closely with experts in the 
procedure in Milan, Amster¬ 
dam, Shanghai and Brus¬ 
sels, said: “Zenker’s 

diverticulum is a rare condi¬ 
tion affecting one in 100,000 
people but it is very debili¬ 
tating for those who have it, 
making them malnourished 
and prone to chest infec¬ 
tions. 

“This procedure is an 
answer for those denied 
surgery because of ill health. 

“It offers a choice to have 
a low invasive technique 
which is safer for them. 
However, particularly 
severe cases still have to be 
handled by a surgeon and we 
work closely with our col¬ 
leagues in Ear, Nose and 
Throat.”

Cricket 
pavilion 
is being 
restored 

WORK to restore a £230,000 
cricket pavilion gutted by 
fire has started with officials 
planning to officially open 
the restored building early 
next year. 

Lye Cricket Club was left 
picking up the pieces follow¬ 
ing the arson attack in 
August. But while the inte¬ 
rior of the building was 
destroyed, the structure was 
found to be sound so restora¬ 
tion could begin. 

Bosses said work had now 
started with the inside of the 
pavilion stripped and 
repairs on the roof. Electri¬ 
cians have gone on to the site 
to install wiring in prepara¬ 
tion for plastering work to 
begin this week. 

The project is due to take 
around six weeks to com¬ 
plete. 

Bosses said they were not 
planning to officially re¬ 
open the pavilion until the 
start of the next cricket 
season, during the first week 
of April next year. But 
anyone who wanted to hire 
out the venue before that 
date would be able to do so. 

Extra security is also due 
to be installed at the site, in 
Stourbridge Road. 

The pavilion was only re¬ 
built in 2010 following an 
earlier arson attack at the 
site.

Nearly 1,500 more are in 
arrears after bedroom tax 


MORE than £360,000 has been clocked up in 
rent arrears by residents affected by the con¬ 
troversial ‘bedroom tax’ in Dudley borough, 
council chiefs have revealed. 

The total number of tenants falling behind on their rent 
has increased by 17 per cent in a year. Latest figures show 
there were 9,601 tenants in 


arrears in the borough in 
September, compared with 
8,153 in the same month last 
year. 

It is at its highest level for 
five years, which council 
bosses say is due to the 
impact of welfare reforms 
such as the 
bedroom tax. 

Under the bedroom tax, 
anyone in council or social 
rented housing faces a 14 per 
cent or 25 per cent cut in 
their housing benefit if they 
have one or more spare bed¬ 
rooms - meaning families 
potentially paying hundreds 
of pounds extra a year in 
rent unless they move to a 
smaller home. 

In September it was 
revealed £630,000 was owed 
by residents in Sandwell 
affected by the bedroom tax, 
while in Wolverhampton the 
bill stood at £55,000. 

Of those in arrears in 
Dudley, 1,869 had been 
affected by the bedroom tax,

2008/09. This is due to the 
impact of welfare reforms 
but also due to the increas¬ 
ing number of accounts 
falling into arrears.”

Crisis-hit families 
need food banks

More people are turning to the 
service just to survive. MARK 
ANDREWS spoke to the volun¬ 
teers who run this vital lifeline 


THE shelves are stacked high 
with tins and food packets. 
Pallets are filled with jars of 
jam, marmalade and tinned 
fruit. 

But this warehouse is not at the back of 
a supermarket, and its customers will not 
be asked to pay for their food. 

The Well, on a business park on the 
outskirts of Wolverhampton, is one of a 
growing number of food banks which 
have sprung up in the West Midlands 
during the last 10 years. 

Founder member Gary Price, who runs 
the service with his wife Caroline, 
believes continued economic pressures 
will only mean more and more people will 
be turning to their services in years to 
come. 

Affluent 

“During the first year, we fed 67 
people,” says Gary, who set up the service 
in 2006. “This year it will be around 
11,000.” It is not just people from the 
usual deprived neighbourhoods, either. 

“That was the case to begin with, but 
these days we find that more and more 
we’re delivering to the more affluent 
areas, places like Tettenhall Wood, 
Codsall and Wombourne. 

“It can happen to anybody. You have 
two people who lose their jobs at the same 
time,” says the 48-year-old. 

“You might have a wife who is bringing 
up the children, and then the husband 
leaves her and she hasn’t got anything to 
live on. Most people have enough money 
to last them two weeks before they get 
themselves into problems.” 

Gary and Caroline became involved 
with The Well after a visiting speaker 
came to King’s Church, Wolverhampton, 
and told them about a similar service 


running in Birmingham.We believed 
there was a need in society, and the 
church could help fill that” 

It is a similar story over at the Black 
Country Food Bank, Dudley formed in 
2006 by Wendy Fryatt. 

In seven years, it has grown from 
being on a table in her kitchen into a 
network of 15 distribution centres cov¬ 
ering the whole of the borough of 
Dudley, much of Sandwell and Walsall, 
and also some areas of Wolverhampton. 
As well as distributing food, the Black 
Country Food Bank also provides cloth¬ 
ing to people in need. 

“Last year we fed 12,000 people. By 
August this year, we had already fed 
14,000,” she says. 

“I was coming out of church one day 
and the idea just came to me,” she said. 
“It began with just me and one other 


lady, we started from my kitchen, and 
later moved into part of an office at the 
church in Stourbridge. 

“At the moment we are based at a 
3,500 sq ft building in Halesowen, but 
shortly we will be moving to new prem¬ 
ises in Brierley Hill.” 

As in Wolverhampton, she finds food 
shortages can happen in some of the 
most unlikely of places. 

“When we started the food bank in 
Stourbridge, people were saying ‘we 
can’t possibly need a food bank here’. 

“But we have found people who are 
struggling in places like Hagley and 
Kinver. The assumption is that every¬ 
thing is okay in these areas, but no-one 
knows what is going on behind the cur¬ 
tains. One of the silliest cases was a 
dentist, a professional who had lost his 
job because he became ill. While he was 


fighting for unfair dismissal he needed 
feeding, and he had nothing left to live 
off. 

“People think it’s those on benefits, 
but usually it’s when the benefits aren’t 
there that there are real problems.” 

Not everybody receives help. Both The 
Well and Black Country Food Bank work 
on a referral basis, where aid is only 
given to people who have been assessed 
by outside agencies, and vouchers issued 
saying they are in genuine need. 

The Well, which is unlike most food 
banks in that it’s a single, independent 
organisation, is also unusual because it 
provides a delivery service. 

Gary’s team of around 60 volunteers 
distribute food parcels of basic essentials 
for each household, typically containing 
food worth between £30 and £35. There 
are also limits on the number of parcels 
any household can receive in a specific 
period. 

Various 

“We are there to help people in the 
event of a crisis, what we do not want is 
people becoming dependent on us, 
without anything being done to tackle 
the underlying problems,” he says. 

Both charities work with various agen¬ 
cies, including Citizen’s Advice, 
churches and social services. 

Wendy recalls on one occasion being 
approached by a midwife who was con¬ 
cerned about a young couple whose baby 
she had just delivered. 

“They were ‘sofa surfing’, sleeping on 
somebody’s sofa because they didn’t 
have a permanent address,” she says. 

“The baby was just two weeks old, and 
was sleeping in a car seat. We did a collec¬ 
tion for baby stuff, provided a crib, and 
made a contribution towards the house¬ 
hold where they were staying. ” 

Wendy is under no illusions that there 
will always be people around who will try 
to exploit the goodwill of the volunteers 
and donors to food banks, but believes 
that by and large the agencies do a good 
job in separating those in genuine need 
from those who are simply on the take.

History of Names that made 

womens 


glass role a county famous 


MY TIME OVER 
FIFTIES 


THE October meeting began 
with a talk from Kate Round 
about the role of women in 
the glass industry. Kate’s 
research traces woman’s 
role up to the modern day. 

Looking at the Stour¬ 
bridge glass industry one of 
the first women Kate found 
in her research was Sara 
Worrall, who married 
Michael Grazebrook II. Sara 
ran Audnam Glassworks 
after his death in 1766. 

In the Dudley archives are 
papers relating to Catherine 
Littlewood who was 
employed to decorate the 
blanks that she had to buy 
first, earning £6 per quarter. 

By 1885 J. Northwood had 
an etching shop in Barnett 
Lane, employing 50 to 60 
women, who were allowed to 
use Northwood’s etching 
machine and had a women 
supervisor. 

Also in the archives are 
papers relating to Phoebe 
Cartwright, who signed 
apprenticeship papers in 
August 1882, bound for five 
years unless she died or 
married, to work at a rate of 
seven shillings per week. 
She was a marker and deco¬ 
rator of glass, and also had to 
instruct other employees. 

In 1917 due to labour 
shortages, agreements were 
made with the unions to 
allow women into the glass 
factory, but if there were 
work shortages women were 
to be “reduced” first.

library fire 
to hospital 

AN ARSONIST who started a blaze in the 
men’s toilets at a library - sparking an evacu¬ 
ation and causing £6,000 damage - has been 
made subject of a hospital order. 

Dean Challoner was told his actions at Dudley Library on 


September 5 last year had 
put lives at risk. I 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that the library, 
in St James’s Road, Dudley, 
had been busy at the time 
with the users being evacu¬ 
ated quickly 

Suspicious 

Challoner, of Vale Court, 
Cradley Heath, had been 
seen by a member of staff 
who became suspicious 
because he smelled of smoke 
and had ash in his hair. 

Mr David Lees, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court Challoner 
had been asked if he had any 
knowledge of the fire and 
told a member of staff a 
toilet roll dispenser had 
simply ‘gone up in smoke’. 

The fire caused a lot of 
damage and, following his 
arrest, Challoner told police 
officers he ‘didn’t mean to do 
it.’ 

The 23-year-old pleaded 


by Lee Watton 

guilty to one charge of arson 
and being reckless as to 
whether life was endan¬ 
gered at a previous hearing. 

Challoner was made the 
subject of a hospital order by 
Judge Nicholas Webb at the 
end of Thursday’s hearing. 

A consultant psychiatrist 
told the court Challoner had 
problems controlling his 
impulsive behaviour and 
starting fires ‘helped him 
gain a positive regard from 
others’. 

Judge Webb ruled the hos¬ 
pital order for Challoner, 
who had not been prose¬ 
cuted for two fires reported 
at his home, should be 
restricted - which means he 
will have to stay in hospital. 

He said: “It is clear lives 
were put at risk and the 
library fire could had far 
more serious conse¬ 
quences.”

Hidden money is linked 
to codde pickers tragedy

TWO fraudsters, who laundered 
cash linked to a human trafficking 
operation which caused the deaths 
of 21 cockle pickers, have been 
jailed for the second time. 

Sisters Bo and Yan Li, who worked from an 
address in Dudley and one in Shirley, Birming¬ 
ham, were originally jailed in 2009 for their 
links to the Morecambe Bay tragedy in 2004. 

But the pair hid their ill-gotten cash, only to 
try to spend it again within weeks of being 
released. They were caught using £20 notes 
which were no longer legal tender. 

At a confiscation hearing at Birmingham 
Crown Court in 2011 it was established that 
Bo and Yan Li, aged 46 and 43 respectively, had 
both benefited from criminal activity by £1.07 
million, which they were ordered to pay back. 

Hid 

But just three weeks after they were 
released later that year, suspicions were raised 
about the pair when they were arrested in 
Bath. The Chinese nationals had been caught 
trying to pass-off £20 notes that, unknown to 
them, had been withdrawn from circulation 
while they were in prison in 2010. 

They were staying at a hotel in Chippenham 
at the time of their latest arrest but before 
police had chance to search their room Yan Li’s 


boyfriend, Philip Freeman, 64, removed more 
than £22,000 and hid it in a locker in the spa 
area overnight. Staff found the cash and called 
police when Freeman returned to collect it the 
next morning. After picking up the money, he 
drove it to Bo Li’s boyfriend’s house, 65-year- 
old John Bowkett, in Solihull. He put it in a 
plastic container and buried it in his back 
garden, where it was later discovered by police. 

Freeman admitted delivering the cash to 
Bowkett who then led officers to the bottom of 
the garden where he handed over the money. 

All four were charged with money launder¬ 
ing and convicted by a jury at Birmingham 
Crown Court on September 20. 

On Friday the Li sisters were jailed for two 
years, Freeman received a four-month term 
suspended for 12 months, while Bowkett was 
handed a six-month community work order and 
a four-month curfew. Freeman and Bowkett 
were each ordered to pay £10,000 costs. 

Detective Sergeant Derek Tinsley said: 
“They clearly have no remorse for the way in 
which they obtained this money and wasted no 
time in trying to spend it on their release from 
prison. We will probably never know where the 
money was hidden for the last few years but we 
are convinced it was kept from the original 
people-trafficking operation.”

THERE is a sense of almost 
boyish excitement as Terry 
Price pores over the pictures 
in his new book. 

“I was really chuffed when I got that 
one,” he says, pointing to the interior 
shot of a bus. 

Terry just loves photographs of West 
Bromwich. It doesn’t matter whether 
they are from 1901 or 1994, to the 
retired television engineer every 
picture tells a story. 

His latest book, West Bromwich Rec¬ 
ollections, is his seventh such publica¬ 
tion, and the discovery of every picture 
brings with it fresh excitement. 

The interior of the bus was a real 
find, and is unique in that instead of 
the usual forward-facing seats, the top 
deck has a line of bucket-style arm¬ 
chairs facing sideways. 

“In 1930, around the time the 
picture was taken, the route from West 
Bromwich to Walsall would have been 
through open countryside, and the

seats were designed to allow passen¬ 
gers to look out of the windows and 
enjoy the view,” he says. 

The view would certainly have been 
very different from the scene today, 
but it is not hard to pity the poor con¬ 
ductor, who would have had the unen¬ 
viable task of clambering up the 
narrow gangway alongside the seats. 

Another interesting curio is the 
‘Threepenny Bit’ fish and chip shop in 
Parsonage Street, which takes its 
name not from the price of the chips - 
that would have been remarkable, 
even in 1967 - but from its curious geo¬ 
metric profile. Sadly, it was demol¬ 
ished around 13 years ago. 

Terry believes the 1923 photograph 
showing the inside of the world- 
famous Hudson’s soap works is the 
only one in existence - Robert Spear 
Hudson was the inventor of modern 
soap powder. 

Included are images of West Brom¬ 


wich Albion players signing their first 
professional contracts, as well as a 
magnificent beacon built to celebrate 
King George V’s Silver Jubilee in 1935. 

The area covered is broader than 
many publications, taking in places 
such as Great Bridge and Friar Park. 

For Terry, recording West Brom¬ 
wich’s past is very much a labour of 
love. He has never made a penny from 
any of his seven books, having donated 
all the proceeds to local charities. 

He ruminates over the changes of 
the past few decades. “They used to call 
West Bromwich High Street the 
Golden Mile, because there was that 
long stretch of shops. The shopkeepers 
would have lived nearby and their chil¬ 
dren would have gone to the local 
school.” Then he pauses for thought. 
“You do realise that we are the last gen¬ 
eration that will be able to remember 
the high street, don’t you?”

Mini wooden 
Stonehenge 
could now be 
built in park 


AN AMBITIOUS scheme to create a miniature 
version of Stonehenge in South Staffordshire 
which was dropped, amid fears it would 
become a focal point for unruly youngsters, 
could be revived at Baggeride Country Park. 

Villagers in Wombourne said they didn’t want to press 


ahead with the £6,000 pro¬ 
posals as they were worried 
youths youths would ruin it. 

Now it has emerged that 
plans are being looked at to 
see if it can be built at Bag- 
geridge Country Park in 
Sedgley instead. 

However it could see the 
costs of the scheme swell as 
a professional company 
would be asked to quote for 
the installation, footings 
and its workers’ time. 

When the scheme was 
first drawn up it was hoped 
villagers in Wombourne 
would take ownership of the 
project themselves. 

Opposition 

District Councillor Reg 
Williams told a meeting of 
Wombourne Parish Council: 
“We held our consultation 
and the response was mainly 
in opposition to it, and it 
should not continue in Wom¬ 
bourne. 

“There’s been a proposal 
it could be at Baggeridge 
Country Park. That hasn’t 
got very far at the moment. 
The district council is not in 
a position to fund it or ask 
for grants to fund it. A 
friends group could be

formed though to ask for 
grants though I suspect at 
the country park the costs of 
the project would be differ¬ 
ent. If it were there, it would 
be for the enjoyment of all of 
the district. Inquiries are 
being made to find out how 
much it would cost. 

“The original proposal 
would have cost in the 
region of £6,000; this would 
be considerably different.” 

After a consultation was 
held over the original 
scheme, 124 people 
responded including 60 
objections. 

If the plans had come to 
fruition Wombourne’s 
Woodhenge, as it was 
named, would have been 
built on grass off Gravel Hill 
near the centre of the 
village. 

It would have been 65ft in 
diameter and 9ft lOin high 
and included 24 upright 
beams and crossbeams to 
provide an enclosure for a 
stone round table in the 
centre. 

Councillor Williams said 
people feared it would 
attract misbehaving youths.

Classic romp given

Tartuffe, The Rep, 
Birmingham 

BRUMMIE actor Mark 
Williams comes home to star 
in this rollicking, up-dated 
version of Moliere’s 17th 
Century comedy. 

He actually doesn’t appear until half 
way through the first act but it is to the 
credit of an excellent ensemble cast 
that the audience does not get impa¬ 
tient for the Harry Potter and Father 
Brown actor. 

Williams plays the crumpled rogue 
Tartuffe, who has inveigled his way 
into a wealthy household by persuad¬ 
ing the master of the house Orgon that 


he is a pious Christian whilst actually 
lusting after Orgon’s wife Elmire, who 
then devises a plan to expose his 
hypocrisy. 

In the capable hands of director 
Roxana Silbert, this is turned into a 
topical fast-paced farce with lots of 
ribald humour, slapstick violence and 
local references from Lee Longlands to 
Wolverhampton. 

Panic 

On a set best described as ‘Solihull 
baroque’, Paul Hunter gives a master¬ 
class in frenetic physical comedy when 
the blinkered Orgon realises he has 
been duped - his panic is a sight to 
behold. 


There are also fine performances 
from Ayesha Antoine, an absolute fire¬ 
cracker as mouthy maid Dorine; Janice 
Connolly ruling the roost as a barking 
mad grandmother; and Sian Brooke as 
the exasperated Elmire. 

But the calm centre of all this frantic 
foolery is Williams, who doesn’t waste 
a single gesture as the cunning fraud¬ 
ster. 

His comic performance is spot on 
and, like his victims, the audience ends 
up charmed by the scruffy scoundrel. 

If you enjoyed One Man Two 
Guvnors, you will love this. 

Tartuffe continues at The Rep until 
Saturday, November 16.

Rebel rousers don’t do subtle

THERE is nothing subtle about Irish band 
The Wolfe Tones, they may have been 
around for 50 years but their rebel rousing, 
political edge and anti-English establish¬ 
ment sentiment has not dulled in the least. 

This is their last tour and it could well be 
a good move as there is now an anachronis¬ 
tic quality to their hit-you-between-the-eyes 
style and jingoism. This is not to say the 
wrongdoings of the British Government in 
Ireland can be forgotten but there comes a 
time to move on; to start the healing process 
rather than keep the wounds raw. 

There was an atmosphere more akin to a 
football match with Brian Warfield doing his 
best to whip up the patriotic fervour. 

They opened with the politically-charged 
Sunday Bloody Sunday, lyrics by John 


Lennon, with Warfield on banjo, Tommy 
Byrne on guitar and vocals and Noel Nagle 
on tin whistle. 

The audience in the Cross Street North 
club seemed to be in two factions those who 
were there to listen to the music of an Irish 
band and those who wanted to show their 
fervent patriotic feelings through terrace 
style chanting and singing. This is not to say 
it was aggressive or intimidating. 

Warfield preceded most songs with some 
kind of political comment and continued to 
try and stoke a rebel rousing atmosphere 
with songs such as God Save Ireland. The 
concert went on past midnight finally 
ending with the Irish national anthem and 
had lasted best part of two hours, so you 
can’t say the Tones don’t give value for 
money.

SERIOUS young singer- 
songwriter Jake Bugg let his 
pokerface slip twice during 
the third of his sell-out 
Birmingham dates, reveal¬ 
ing that rarest of sights - a 
Jake Bugg smile.

But the 
lyrics often tackle the gritty 
business of growing up in 
broken Britain, as on Two 
Fingers and Trouble Town. 

Energy 

Songs from his soon-to-be- 
released second album 
Shangri La, recorded in 
Malibu with Metallica and 
Johnny Cash producer Rick 
Rubin, show a heavier direc¬ 
tion with the Jake Bugg trio 
delivering an epic wall-of- 
sound. 

But Bugg has not aban¬ 
doned his acoustic style. 
Ballad A Song About Love, 
also from the new album, 
was passionately delivered 
whilst Slumville Sunrise has

Affordable, very reliable and a seven-seater 



The Mitsubishi Outlander can seat up to seven and is well built

THE Mitsubishi Outlander makes an 
interesting left field choice if you’re 
looking for a reliable, well-equipped 
seven-seater that’s keenly priced 
and decently screwed together. 
There’s just the one engine on offer, 
and it’s a decent 150PS 2.2-litre 
diesel, mated to an all-wheel drive 
chassis. 

It’s an inevitability that when a car manufac¬ 
turer enters into a partnership with ostensible 
rivals, one will come out on top. 

Although predicting which party gets the 
best out of a particular deal is never straight¬ 
forward, the tie up which saw Mitsubishi get a 
diesel engine from Peugeot and Citroen while 
they got the previous generation Outlander 
and dressed it up as the C-Crosser and 4007 
respectively only had one loser, in Europe at 
least. 

People loved the French cars because they 
were heavily discounted and offered far better 
build quality than we were used to from the 
marques at the time. Mitsubishi was left to pick 
up the pieces. 

All of which is a bit of a shame as the Out¬ 
lander is a really good 4x4 and now makes a 
great used buy. Mitsubishi is back once again 
with the next generation Outlander and is 
hoping its luck improves. Mitsubishi UK has 


decided to keep things simple and offers one 
diesel engine with a four-wheel drive chassis. 
Although it’s 105kg lighter than its predeces¬ 
sor, this is still quite a big chunk for a 150PS 
engine to shovel along, even if the engine has 
been tweaked for a bit more low end boost. 

Peak torque arrives between 1,700 and 
2,500rpm, so you’ll need to work the six-speed 
gearbox quite diligently to stay on top of things. 

If that’s too much like hard work, choose the 
six-speed auto option with its steering wheel 
paddles for manual override. 

The auto does add 1.5 seconds to the manual 
car’s sprint to lOOkm/h, stretching it out to 
11.2 seconds. Both cars register an identical 
124mph top speed. 

Sophisticated 

A good deal of development budget has been 
spent on improving the Outlander’s refine¬ 
ment and more sophisticated engine mounts, 
thicker glass and improved sound insulation 
materials have all been fitted. 

Electric power steering with passive rear 
steer also feature although the Outlander is not 
the sort of vehicle you’ll throw around on the 
long way home. 

Outlander’s front end was always reminis¬ 
cent of the Lancer Evo which can only be a good 
thing. 

The Evo’s dead and buried now, so Mit¬ 
subishi has to move on. 

This Mitsubishi’s slab sides, long overhangs 
and lugubrious face don’t lend it much in the 
way of visual athleticism, but much of that will 
be forgiven when you get inside. 

This Japanese brand hasn’t always done 


interiors very well and although you won’t 
think you’re in an Audi Q5, this Outlander 
offers plenty of soft-touch finishes and a clean, 
architectural fascia design. 

It’s a decent size too, with a third row of seats 
that disappears into the floor, more legroom for 
second row passengers and plenty of room up 
front. 

There’s also loads of cubby stowage and up to 
1,022 litres of space on the flat floor with the 
rear seats folded and 591 litres when in five seat 
mode. 

The load floor is now 1.69m long when the 


second and third rows are folded, a massive 
33.5cm up on its predecessor. The middle row of 
seats can slide on runners back and forth over 
a range of 25cm. 

Expect entry-level cars to come equipped 
with air-conditioning, alloy wheels, cruise 
control, four powered windows, remote 
locking, seven airbags and stability control, 
while mid-level cars will feature things like 
leather and dual-zone climate control. Buyers 
of the range-topping model will get refinements 
such as satellite navigation, a parking camera 
and a high-end audio system, along with 


advanced safety systems including lane depar¬ 
ture warning, radar cruise control and a colli¬ 
sion mitigation system (which applies the 
brakes automatically if it senses an impending 
crash). 

The model line-up of trim levels runs from 
GX2 to GX5. Mitsubishi have also announced a 
plug-in hybrid that’s capable of an equivalent 
of 151mpg, but we’ll have to hold fire on that 
one for some time yet. 

Pricing has crept up over that of the old car 
by around two per cent which means that the 
entry level variant should pitch in at under 
£24,000. 

Mitsubishi has invoked a number of meas¬ 
ures to improve the Outlander’s efficiency, not 
that it was too bad to begin with. Improving the 
aerodynamics is, in effect, a freebie, and reduc¬ 
ing weight also helps cut fuel consumption and 
emissions quite markedly. Using what is much 
the same engine, the Outlander’s C02 return 
has dropped from 164g/km to a much more 
palatable 146g/km, while combined cycle fuel 
economy has improved from 44.8mpg to 
50.4mpg compared to the second generation 
current car. While that’s still some way off what 
Mazda is achieving with its ground breaking 
CX-5, it’s certainly better than many rivals. Do 
bear in mind that if you opt for the automatic 
gearbox, your economy won’t be quite so 
impressive, but the 46.3mpg figure is still 
better than the previous shape manual model, 
so there’s a clear indicator of progress. 

If you’re hankering after something spa¬ 
cious, relatively affordable, super-reliable and 
which can seat seven, the Mitsubishi Outlander 
muscles its way into contention.

A little more expensive to run than its rivals but more fun behind the wheel 

MG supermini looks good 
has an engine with punch

THE MG brand keeps plug¬ 
ging away and with the 
launch of the MG3 supermini, 
it looks to be on the right tra¬ 
jectory. 

The MG3 supermini has a lot of con¬ 
vincing to do in a very tough corner of 
the market. It certainly looks good and 
there’s a punchy 106PS engine under 
the bonnet. 

Efficiency admittedly isn’t up with 
the class best but extra equipment and 
lower pricing compared to direct rivals 
mean that many potential buyers may 
not mind that. An interesting new 
small car arrival offered at a very tight 
price. 

In the dark days when the Long- 
bridge plant closed and there was a fire 
sale of the last of the MG stock, it 
looked as if this once great company 
had crumbled to nothing. All it had left 
was the residual goodwill tied up with 
the badge and even that had been tar¬ 
nished by corporate greed and mis¬ 
management. It’s amazing to see MG 
struggle to reinvent itself with Chinese 
vehicles assembled from kits in a small 
section of the once gargantuan Long- 
bridge factory. 

Chinese company SAIC launched 
the MG6 in this manner back in 2011. 
This was a car most expected to be 
awful but which surprised many who 
drove it with its smooth ride and fuss- 
free cabin. But when did you ever see 
one? Perhaps SAIC got off on the 
wrong foot here, launching a larger car 
that initially came with no diesel 


engine. Trying again with a supermini, 
the biggest selling car sector in the UK, 
looks a wise move. Step forward the 
MG3. 

The MG3 was designed with the 
intention of being fun to drive, the 
chassis having been subjected to many 
thousands of miles of testing on Euro¬ 
pean roads. The first cars offered to 
drive in China were rather harshly 
sprung but MG promised to fit springs 
and dampers that offered a more 
supple feel for UK roads. The engine is 
a 1.5-litre 106PS four-cylinder unit 
that naturally drives the front wheels. 

There’s nothing revolutionary about 
the suspension which is fairly standard 
set-up with MacPherson struts up 
front and a torsion beam at the rear. 

Blended 

You also get a drive-by-wire braking 
system and an electrically-assisted 
power steering set up. 

The exterior styling looks quite 
smart, if maybe a little supermini¬ 
generic in a way that could have been 
produced from one of many manufac¬ 
turers in this sector if you covered the 
badges over. Still, because the MG3 
looks to undercut many of the estab¬ 
lished names, this rather blended 
styling is perhaps to its credit. 

It continues the design theme intro¬ 
duced on the MG ZERO concept 
vehicle and the company claims it’s “a 
distinctive statement of modern 
British style designed to target young 
and style conscious buyers”. Make of 
that what you will. The interior will 
come as a welcome relief to anybody 


who’s a bit baffled by the complexity 
and deep technology of many modern 
superminis. Climb out of a Peugeot 
208, with its self-parking system and 
tablet computer style central infotain¬ 
ment system and, without being 
unduly blunt, it’s very different. Still, 
the MG3 is tidy inside with seats that 
look and feel very Volkswagen. 

There are a few white touches 
around the stereo, on the steering 
wheel, the door pulls, handbrake and 
gear lever but aside from that, every¬ 
thing is uniformly grey. 

Sit in the back seats and you’ll find 
the front seats are sculpted to improve 
leg room, while the rear headroom is 
genuinely impressive. Prices start at 


under £8,500, getting you this super- 
mini-sized car for less than the kind of 
money you’d pay for a little citycar. 

All models get signature front LED 
lights and a hill holder clutch as stan¬ 
dard, with all but the entry model fea¬ 
turing a high quality DAB audio 
system. 

Tally 

Safety-wise, there are six airbags, 
electronic stability control, corner 
brake control and traction control. 

The entry-level model is the MG3 
3TIME which features a CD player 
with MP3 compatibility and Aux-in 
facility. Next up is the MG3 3FORM 
which adds air conditioning, that DAB 


radio, Bluetooth with audio streaming, 
a leather MG-design steering wheel 
with red stitching and steering wheel 
audio controls to the tally. A ‘3FORM 
SPORT’ variant also adds a bodykit 
and 16” alloy wheels. 

At the top of the range is the MG3 
3STYLE with premium 16” 
“Diamond” alloy wheels and a sports 
body styling pack that includes the 
rear boot spoiler and side sill exten¬ 
sions. Standard high-tech convenience 
features include cruise control, auto¬ 
matic lights and windscreen wipers 
and reverse parking sensors, all for 
around £10,000. 

The key attraction for many people 
will be how much fun you can have cre¬ 


ating your own MG3, with its huge 
range of colours, exterior graphics, 
interior colour packs and leather 
upholstery created by the UK design 
team and inspired by the British 
fashion industry. 

Of course, the downside of getting a 
lot more engine is getting a fair bit less 
fuel economy and the MG3 can’t hope 
to bend the laws of physics and return 
better fuel figures than many eco spe¬ 
cials. Residuals are something of an 
unknown at present. 

Squeezes 

Overall, you’re looking a car that will 
be a little more expensive to run than 
its immediate price rivals but will offer 
more fun behind the wheel. And it will 
be cheap to insure, rated at just 4E. 

There’s a spark of real promise 
around this MG3. The five-door shape 
squeezes a lot of styling into its four 
metre length and the price and equip¬ 
ment levels look very competitive, 
though of course MG has a long way to 
go in this country before it can mix it 
with the big names. 

With more power to call upon than 
its rivals, this car promises to be a far 
more effervescent steer than, say, a 
much pricier and poorly equipped 
entry-level Skoda Fabia. Of course, it 
won’t be quite as efficient to run as one 
of those. Still, the value proposition 
ought to compensate for much of that. 

Overall then, it’s trendy, tightly 
priced, good to drive, spacious and 
cheap to insure. If MG can get its mar¬ 
keting right, a significant number of 
people might be tempted by all that.

Stop motor dealers getting away 
with extortionate interest rates 


HOW much did you pay for 
your car? No, how much did 
you really pay, after interest 
on any finance agreements? 

The reality these days is that some 
car companies are making more profit 
from providing loans to car buyers 
than they are from the cars them¬ 
selves, and customers are the ones 
paying the price. 

You’ll probably know that the Bank 
of England base rate of interest is at 
0.5per cent, and has been for a long 
time now. That means other banks can 
borrow money at that interest rate - 
practically nothing. But then when it 
comes to signing on the dotted line in 
the showroom, have a look at what 


you’re being charged for finance. You’ll 
be lucky if it’s much below 10 per cent, 
with some wheeler-dealers trying to 
charge much more than that. 

The bottom line of this mathemati¬ 
cal mumbo-jumbo is that you can add 
thousands of pounds on to the price 
you pay for your car. 

A £20,000 family wagon might 
become a £24,000 weight around your 
neck. And remember; that extra wedge 
is pure, unearned profit going straight 
to the lender. 

As if that’s not enough, while your 
car experiences its steepest deprecia¬ 
tion in its first year on the road, your 
loan repayments are linear. The gap 
between what the car is worth and 
what you owe just keeps getting wider 


for months on end, and in many cases 
you’re only likely to break even after 
about two and a half years. 

It’s completely outrageous what car 
dealers are getting away with when it 
comes to finance. 

Charging such extortionate interest 
rates should be outlawed; perhaps 
reduced to a maximum of triple the 
Bank of England base rate. 

Better yet, we could just avoid 
buying cars without the incentive of 0 
per cent interest finance. That seems 
like a fair deal to me. 

After all, manufacturers need us to 
buy their cars, so it’s time we exercised 
a bit of people power and told them the 
daylight robbery of finance interest 
has to stop. 


No surprises in sight for used 
car market at end of this year 


REDUCED VALUES and increased supply 
have set the scene for a used car market “soft 
landing” toward the end of the year, accord¬ 
ing to CAP Automotive. 

The market seems to be repeating the pattern seen last 
year, when the market slowed more gently than in the past, 
with no sign of any shocks on the horizon, CAP experts 
believe. 

Black Book Live, the award-winning real-time car valua¬ 
tion trending tool published by CAP Automotive, identifies 
cars over four-and-a-half years old as one of the main areas 
of increased supply. This is fuelling complaints among 
dealers that high mileages and poor condition are an 
increasing problem in the search for quality retail stock. 

But even values of older, lower quality cars are not sliding 
steeply, thanks to on-going retail demand, which leaves 
dealers with little choice other than to keep stocking fore¬ 
courts. 

Closing 

Derren Martin, Senior Editor of Black Book Live - which 
monitors market price movements daily - said: “The 
window of consumer demand is slowly closing as we move 
through the final quarter, so dealers who are in the market 
for stock are exercising more caution around bidding prices 
at auction. 

“We have therefore seen conversion rates at auction slip 
from over 80 per cent at this point in September to around 
the 65 per cent mark a month later. 

“This reflects the increasing volumes of cars and, in par¬ 
ticular, cars that would not be everyone’s first choice to pur¬ 
chase for stock. Part of this increase comes from September 
retail part-exchanges that were not attractive enough to 
franchise dealers to put on their own forecourts. These are 
now washing through the market, along with ex-rental 
vehicles and ex-demonstrators. 

“Because retail demand remains good for the time of year, 
dealers are therefore reluctantly buying these cars and 
absorbing the cost of reconditioning them. Retailers still 
need to fill their forecourts, so buying those older cars has 
become a reluctant necessity.” 

Derren Martin is also quick to reassure the market that 
the temporary increase in volume shows no sign of becom¬ 
ing a serious problem of oversupply that could depress 
values significantly. 

He said: “There are over two million fewer used cars in 
the marketplace than before the recession, so there is no 
imminent threat of a return to the days of severe oversup- 

piy- 

“We are also seeing early signs of dealers across all seg¬ 
ments building stock levels for January, as they tend to turn

a blind eye to used vehicle stock turn at this time of year. 
Demand is traditionally high amongst consumers post- 
Christmas and some switched on sellers will be starting 
their January sale from Boxing Day. 

“The days of clearing the decks for the year-end accounts 
are certainly over for many. 

“With a soft landing predicted for quarter quarter, this 
also makes any dramatic increases in values less likely as we 
enter the New Year. 

“In short, the market remains fairly robust and we 
foresee no unpleasant shocks in the short to medium term.”

Our motorway service 
stations fail customers

WHEN did you last have a 
good experience at a motor¬ 
way service station? 

In my case, I’m going to say never. 

We’re constantly being told by clever 
people that, with the demise of heavy 
industry, Britain is now a service 
economy. I beg to differ, and I’m guess¬ 
ing few of these learned individuals 
have set foot in your average motorway 
refuge. If they had, they’d be rewriting 
their reports faster than it takes to get 
a decent cup of coffee at said roadside 
establishment (which means they’d 
have all the time in the world, thanks 
to the glacial speed of the customer 
service). 

Everything about modern motorway 
services stinks: from the random loca¬ 
tions - often infrequent, sometimes too 
close together, to the overpriced food 
and drink and the surly staff and 
grubby surroundings. 

Certainly, there’s little to like save 
the ability to stop safely and stretch 
your legs. 

Soggy 

Much has already been said about 
these obvious issues, so why has the 
situation been allowed to continue for 
so long? If we’re so fed up with the 
soggy sandwiches and gravel mas¬ 
querading as coffee we should vote 
with our feet and go elsewhere. 

Oh, wait, you can’t. 

I understand that building such sites 
is a costly exercise, something often 
used as justification for the laugh-out- 
loud food prices. But that still doesn’t 
excuse operators viewing travellers as 
little more than cash cows. After all, 
not everyone wants a full-on retail 
experience at the roadside. What’s 


wrong with a simple, safe parking area, 
clean public conveniences and some¬ 
where to sit? 

The French and Germans have 
nailed this with their low-key rest 
areas. 

True, the locations often lack visual 
appeal, but they get the basics right - 
and, crucially, there’s not a retail outlet 
in sight. Don’t worry, though, if you do 
want currywurst and chips for sensible 
money, those options do exist and are a 
darn sight better run than the British 
equivalent. 

And what if you want to eat and it’s 
the middle of the night? Can you find 
somewhere open? Nope. Is it really too 
much to ask for a facility to be open 24 
hours? Supermarkets manage it, yet 
an outlet located next to a motorway, 
open 24-7, cannot. We’re not talking 


stone-cold sandwiches from a vending 
machine either, but proper food served 
by a human being. A smile would be a 
bonus. 

Such grievances shouldn’t come as a 
surprise to seasoned motorway user. 

But with no obvious competition and 
the guarantee of a captive audience, 
there’s clearly no need for current 
operators to up their game. It’s also 
interesting that existing retail behe¬ 
moths have chosen to stay away. Maybe 
it’s time for a supermarket chain to 
switch attention from the high street 
to the highway? 

Ensuring motorways are well-main¬ 
tained and safeguarding driver safety 
should be a top priority for all parties. 
Road signs aren’t optional, and neither 
should safe and pleasant places to stop 
be.
